Washington, D. O., April li—As tho 


time approaches for the decision of 
tho U. S. Supreme court In the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company and the Stan- 
dard Oil Company cases, the big cor- 
porations are manifesting a spirit of 
uneasiness that argues ill for busi- 
ness during the summer. Prior to the 
enactment of the corporation tax, it 
was estimated that there were round 
numbers some 400,000 corporations. 
Up to tbe present time returns, to 
the Treasury Department show that 
approximately 
245,000 
corporations 


have made their returns. 
How many 


of these will come under the opera- 
tions of the Sherman anti-.trust act 
it is imposible to tell, but that a great 
many are liable is not to be doubted, 
and the uncertainty of what corpora- 
tions will be affected injuriously adds 
to their anxiety. The White-House' 
and Treasury Department have been 
flooded with letters 
from 
corpora- 


tions showing the deep interest taken 
in the two cases mentioned and the 
case of the corporation tax. 
Officials 


of the administration in close touch 
with the situation frankly admit'that 
they are at a loss to advise iii the 
present situation. 
They 'expe'jt Jhe 


Supreme Court to uphold the govern- 
ment's contention!) In both tho Tobac- 
co ar.d Oil.cases, and by its decisions 
point cut a way of dealing with com- 
binations in restraint of trade, both 
large and timall. 


President Taft holds that the Sher- 


man anti-trust law makes unlawful 
certain methods of carrying on busi- 
ness which, before its passage, were 
regarded as evidence of business sa- 
gacity and success, and that they were 
denounced in .this act Hot because 
of the intrinsic immorality, but be- 
cause>of the dangerous lesiilts toward 
which they tended. He holds that in 
tho first section of the anti-trust'law 
every contract, combination in the 
form of trust or other'wise, 
or con- 


spiracy hi restraint of interests or 
foreign commerce is unlawful. 


The question follows as 
.to how 


President Taft proposes to enforce 
the Sherman act if the decisions are 
in favor of the government. He con- 
siders It his duty and says It is Ms 
purpose-' through the Department of 
Justice to investigate the history, or- 
ganization and purposes of all in- 
dustrial companies with respect to 
which there is any reasonable ground 


i for suspicion that they have been or- 
ganized for a purpose and are conduc- 
ting business on a plan which is in 
violation of the Sherman ,act. 
He 


admits the task is gigantic, but be- 
lieves it not. to be beyond the power 
of the Department of Justice if Con- 
gress will allow sufficient funds to 
carry on the investigation and pay 
tho counsel engaged in the work. 
iVi'uch work of this character has al- 
ready been done and there are good 
grounds for the belief that the Depart- 
ment of Justice is only waiting for 
the decisions in the Tobacco and Oil 
cases to proceed to the prosecution 
of half a dosish or more of the combi- 
nations mostVcouspicuouB in their vi- 
olation' of the law. The President 
foresees that an 
Investigation 
and 


possible prosecution -of corporations 
whose prosperity or destruction af- 
fects the comfort not. only of stock- 
holders, but of millions of wage-earn- 
ers, employes and associated trades- 
men, must necessarily tend to disturb 
the confidence of the business com- 
munity, to dry up resources of capi- 
tal and produce a halt in our pros- 
perity that will cause suifering and 
strained circumstances among the in- 
nocent many for the faults of the 
guilty few. , At the same time, as he 
is unwilling the responsibility of de- 
ciding between the "good" and "bad" 
trusts should ;be turned over, to the 
courts it, is, entirely improba.ble:that 
he will care to assume them himself. 
Through all consideration of thc ques- 
tion he Insists that the suppression 
of competition, the 
controlling 
of 


prices, and tbe monopoly or attempt 
to monopolize in interstate commerce, 
are not only unlawful but contrary 
to the public good, and they must be 
restrained and punished until ended.
